At Paris Motoi^ Car 


PARIS, Nov. 19—High speed mo­ 
tors have brought with them 
the 
problem of proper oiling, onee thought 
solved. Engine^ that turn at 4,000 and 
5,000 revolutions a minute must be 
well lubricated. 
At first the oil film 
is adequate, but the friction of high 
speed soon heats the oil, thinning it 
so that the lubrication is insufficient 
and also allowing the passage of gas­ 
oline into the crankcase, causing fur­ 
ther deterioration.

Senator Ladd, however, would probably support, 
in a pinch, any measure which the friends of the 
Shoals agree on.

PECAN TREE, NATIVE TO THIS 
STATE, TOO MUCH NEGLECTED 
# 
Alabamians are not giving the attention tc 
Alabama's pecan trees that they deserve. This 
i» evidenced by the fact that although the tree 
is known o be a native of this state, wc have per­ 
mitted other states to develop the industry to 
,such an extent that most of the pecans sold anc 
used in this state are shipped in from other states. 
Besides being a valuable tree for its nuts, the 
pecan is a useful -and desirable forest tree. 
I 
grows wild in Alabama, in profusion in certain 
parts of the state and to large size. 
Wild pecan trees have recently been found in 
the vicinity of Uniontown, measuring approxi 
mately four feet in diameter. One fallen trunk 
measured considerably over this figure. 
Men 
who have lived in*the vicinity for over seventy 
years stated that when they were small childrer 
trees equally as large as these were very abun 
dant. 
:

The native pecan is among the most valuable 
forest trees. Everyone is familiar with the cul 
tivated varieties derived from this stock, and the 
People of the various sections in which the na­ 
tive tree flourishes have good reason to be proud 
of this item of their natural resources. 
Of late years there has been a question raisec 
as to whether the wild pecan was native to Ala­ 
bama. 
Early botanists included the tree among 
those indigenous to the State, but the latest books 
on the distribution of forest trees omit reference 
to the pecan in the foréate of Alabama, leaving 
the impression that the apparently wild speci­ 
mens were really planted by human agency.
